Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As previously indicated, the primary reason for allowance is the limitation 
"allowing the data line electrically to float in which the data line is placed in a high 
impedance state thereby allowing the data line to float to the voltage of the gate of the 
drive transistor of an addressed pixel", in combination with the other recited features, 
which are not found singularly or in combination within the prior art. 

The newly cited references by the Applicant in the IDS filed 1 1 December 2009, 
alone or in combination still fail to teach or suggest the limitation: ""allowing the data line 
electrically to float in which the data line is placed in a high impedance state thereby 
allowing the data line to float to the voltage of the gate of the drive transistor of an 
addressed pixel."
